The dread epidemics act singularly this 
season. The “Man with the Black Valise” 
barely stopped in the Crescent City before 
he set out for the mountain villages of East 
Tennessce, and points still further North. 
And the fearful disease of the tropics has 
appeared, without much warning, in an in- 
terior town that is hundred miles from the 
sea, up the Red River. Shreveport is terribly 
scourged and desolated, while the seaports of 
the Gulf are comparatively free of the dis- 
ease. 

From Shreveport it has traveled in the air 
to ill-fated Memphis, which has struggled all 
the summer with the other epidemic. Thirty 


Board of Health first officially announced the 
presence of the fatal fever in their city. Thus 
far it has been principally confined to that 
portion of the city known as Happy Hollow, 
alow tract of land covered with miserable 
hovels and reeking with foul odors. It is 
proposed to burn the shanties in the infected 
district, and thus destroy the hot-bed of the 
malady.

Live Freight for Ocean Steamers. 


An English company formerly did an im- 
mense business between Holland and the 
English markets in the transportation of live 
stock, carrying about thirty thousand head 
of cattle a week, and uncounted numbers of 
sheep, calves and poultry. The rinderpest 
destroyed their business, and the price of 
beef rose to such a height that the proprietors 
of the Anchor Line concluded to try the ex- 
portation of cattle from New York. The 
attentions of Mr. Bell, of Glas- 
gow, and one of the most exten- 
sive English dealers in cattle, were drawn 
to the success of the Anchor movement, and 
three months ago he contracted for thé trans- 
portation of twenty-four head of cattle in 
each of the thirty-five vessels of that line. 
He pays ten pounds a head for transportation, 
three pounds for insurance, and one pound 
for food. His agents buy directly from the 
farmers on this side; and he clears about 
seventy-five dollars on each first-class beef. 
The best cattle are worth in England from 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred and 
fifty dollars a head. 

Just before the hour of sailing a strong 
rope girth is thrown about the animal, and at 
a signal he is launched twenty feet in the air, 
from whence the surprised beast is gently 
lowered into acomfortable enclosure, where 
hay and corn await him inabundance. The 
animals take well to the sea; and if the 
storm is very severe,a tarpaulin thrown over 
them causes them to remain entirely quiet, 
They lose about fifty pounds on 
the passage, but week's grazing 
in England, after a sea voyage, puts 
from two to three hundred pounds of flesh 
in their place. English butchers are great- 
ly excited about American cattle; and the 
Anchor Line is building four powerful 
steamships especially for this trade. 

Therein possioly lies another hope for the 
establishment of lines of ocean steamers 
from Savannah and other Southern ports. 
If the cattle business goes on prosperously, it 
will certainly work a profitable change in the 
handling of Texas cattle. The cattle growers 
of the Southwest can find nearer shipping 
points among Southern ports than at New 
York. Between cotton and cattle our 
steamers would be sure of freights for the 
outward passages, and perhaps we may yet 
be indebted to the English love of roast 
beef for our independence on the ocean.

One is, that all this country is in the primitive for- 
mation, and that the probability is, that no point can 
be selected in or near the city, where a bed of solid 
granite would not ~be ttruck before go- 
ing deep enough to obtain a sufficient supply of water. 

In reply I would say, I love the primitive formation 
just as God placed it “inthe beginning.” But in dis- 
tributing the granite about Atlanta, I have reaeon to 
believe it is @ mistake to suppose toat He left no 
space snfficient for a large well. And, in any case, ac- 
cording to my proposition if I should fail to find 
euch 8 place, it wonld cost thecity nothing, so this 
point is setlled.

The China tes plant was sent 
to Colonel Alfred Shorter, of Home, from the Patent 
Office in Washington City. ‘The plant was set out in 
the spring; no difficulty in growing from the seed or 
from the plant. Some of the beans were gathered 
and dried, and prononnced by tea drinkers to be good 
tea. The great art is inthe process of drying. The 
Chinese have kept the secret of their peculiar method 
of manipulating, drying and preparing the tea. I 
understand that the best tea is never shipped from 
China; they keep for their own use. It is made from 
the young shoots, tender beans, which first put out, 

From the inf »rmation we gain, there is no distinc- 
tion in China of bleck apd green tet as we under 
stand it. It is all in the methodof drying and prepar- 

I can make you and your friends a present of plants 
to set out next epring.

The balloon, from which the distend- 
ing air had been allowed to escape, lay in 
collapse and was watched during the t 
by four men. 

It was feared that some maliciously mis- 
chievious person might do it some harm 
should the oo gui ty be ato In the 

ht a dispatch was received from the Signal 
Office in Washington predicting for the day 
fresh easterly winds and possibly a light rain. 
This was taken to the grounds, and at three 
o'clock in the m Donaldson decided to 
begin the inflation. six-inch gas pipe had 
been run into the grounds from a main in 
Marcy avenue. A wooden plug in the end 
of the pipe held back the ga. Attaching the 
neck of the balloon to this pipe he knocked 
out the plug, and the gas rushed into the 
immense muslin bag with a loud, hissing 
no se. 

The edges of the netting had been care- 
fully fastened to the circle of sand and 

net- 


In an hour about f thousand feet of gas 
was in the balloon. quantity was just 
sufficient to distend the entire surface to the 
height of a dozen feet. The balloon lay on 
its side, and as the breeze swept over ir, its 
undulating, glistening surface looked like a 
miniature sea in a gale. Bo buoyantly sen- 
sitive was it, that the slightest gust of air 
raised it into mimic billows that surged and 
struggled from one extremity to the other. 
THE MONSTER UNMANAGEABLE. 

The Signal Office had been correct in its 
foretelling. The breeze freshened to an 
easterly wind—an air current in every ree- 
pect to the reverse of what the aeronants 
wanted. As the balloon, filled with gas and 
rose higher, the wind caugh. it, tossed it 
about, and swayed it so violently that the 
heavy sand bags were dragged from their 
places. At this time but eight workmen, be- 
sides Donaldson and a Sun reporter, were on 
the ground. All held to the network on the 
east side, where the wind exerted the greatest 
force. 

“If we could only get a shower now, 
said Donaldson, “the wind might go down.’ 

But no shower came, and the wind fresh- 
ened. Tunt, the navigator, and one of the 
Goodsell brothers arrived at six o'clock, at 
which time the balloon held about one bhun- 
dred thousand feet of gas, one-third of the 
required amount, and its top reached a height 
of about forty feet. Then a sudden gust 
jerked,the neck of the balloon from the gas 
pipe, tearing a small gap in the muslin. It 
then became a pretty evenly balanced ques- 
tion whether the balloon take a start skyward 
by itself. Over a hundred men were hur- 
riedly collected from among the laborers 
who then thronged the streets on their way 
to work. Under the direction of Donaldson 
they were distributed along the windward 
side of the tossing balloon, and told to hold 
t»> the netting. 

THE STRUGGLE. 

The weight of the men and the sand bags 
kept the balloon more quiet for an hour, and 
the subsidence of the wiod was anxiously 
looked fer. But the weather man’s prophe- 
cy had not reached its fulfillment, The wind 
swept over the unprotected grounds with in- 
creasing strength, blowing the muslin bag 
inward from,the netting, and subjecting it to 
gérious abrasion. At length, at nearly 9 
clock, a sudden and powerful gust lifted 
the balloon clear from the ground, and in 


spite of thesand bags and the hundred cling- 


ing men, carried it six or seven rods. The 
netting on the west side was — torn 
from its fastenings, and the bag bulged out/as 
though on the ae of slipping way entiely 
and floating off. 

Seeing that only energetic action would 
gave it, Donaldson climbed up the nettin 
and opened the valve. This, however, di 
not have the immediate effect desired, and 
the balloon still surged and tugged. Attached 
to one of the seams on the inside of the bag 
is a rope, leading thence out of the neck. It 
is called a “ripcord,” and is intended in case 
a sudden landing is necessary, or upon at: 
tempting to Jaunch the )ife—boat in a gale, to 


sirung pull. 
THE COLLAPSE, 


A tearing sound was heard, and a six-foot 


which theggas rushed with a roar. Several 
of the few spectators, who had in the mean- 
time gathered, ran up to this gap, and as hur- 
riedly ran away again. The air was tainted 
for a few seconds with the hundred thousand 
feet of gas, and there was an involuntary 
clutching of noses to the windward. The 
collapse of the balloon was almost instanta- 
neous, and it soon lay a tangled mass. Theo- 
dore Tilton was an early visitor, and saw the 
complete subsidence of the punctured globe. 
He laughed and said that human gas-bags 
might evolve a wholesome moral. 
One .of the Goodsell brothers danced 
around, and said that- he would rather had 
lost a thousand dollars than had it happen, 
Then he discharged one of his employees, 
who hadn’tin the emergency been “any bet- 
ter than a——dead man,” and seemed to be 
relieved. Navigator Lunt pushed his natty 
little cap more to one side, and scratched his 
head. Donaldson sat down on a coil of rope 
and swore mildly. When the momentary 
sensation had subsided, an examination of 
the balloon was made, and it was found tobe 
uninjured, excepting the rent made by the 
“ripline,” and a small tear near the neck. 


THE &PECTATORS. 


The news of the accident was promptly 
telegraphed to this city, and in Brooklyn ex- 
aggerated rumors obtained credence. One 
rumor told of the bursting of the balloon, and 
the injury of adozen persons. Yet thou- 
sands were unapprised of the postponement 
of the ascension, and every car on the three 
lines which skirt the grounds brought ful] 
oads. Many turned back upon reading the 
placards announcing the accident, but the 


the _ hat they saw was the upin- 
flated baloon flat on the ground, and the dis- 
play of appurtenances within the tent. As 
noon passed, and the afternoon hours came 
and went, the multitude increased to the 
number of three or four thousand. 

The aggregate of visitors is conjectured to 
have been fifteen thousand, but accurate in‘ 
formation was refused by the management. 
Two ticket offices and two entrances were 
kept fully employed during the afternoon. 
Toward five o’clock Nostrand avenue and its 
neighborheod held fully five thousand spec- 
tators, who, disregarding or discrediting the 
news of the postponement, resolutely held 
their places and watched for the rise of the 
balloon. The larger cracks in the high fence 
had been carefully stopped, to prevent impe- 
cunious sight- omg ut the smaller ones 
were well patronized.
